unknown Polish sailor, Subject told SCuCTT that he had’ obtained 

_ the money on the black market and from exhibitors at the Poznan 
_Pair. SCHOTT believed ‘that Subject obtained the money from ~

Among documents obtained Officially) from the Bromer Bank was(5) 
a letter: from [Hexic Ambassador in Warsaw, Eduardo ESPINOSA 
y PRIETO,] accompanying a check for one thousand dollars for (S$ 
deposit. to the account of Erich SCHOTT. Subject told SCH 
that in 1950 his maid had reported to the Polish authorities 
that he had dollars in his house.
